The evil designs of the counter-revolutionaries in Poland 


Warsaw. Calculated Insanity 
— ■ was the headline used by the 
Polish Working Agency Tor Its 
commentary about the organiz- 
ers of the disturbances Ln Po- 
land. In our country, tho com- 
mentary reads, tho in Ula tors of 
disturbances ate usually descri- 
bed as madmen ready to plunge 
the nation Into anarchy. There 
Is much truth in this assertion, 
and yet. these political activities 
carried out against the Interests 
of tho state, are organized by 
people who know precisely what 
they are doing and |u»t how to 
manipulate public sentiment. 
They resort to duplicity, dema- 
gogy. slander, and blackmail. 
These are people who are hosti- 
le towards socialist Poland. 

We are facing a political ene- 


my who has certain definite 
aims. This enemy takes the form 
of au underground opposition 
with a wide network ol sabotage 
structures which are used to 
good advantage by antl-Com- 
munlst centres In the West. The 
underground opposition Is only 
the tool in this performance, al- 
though every effort Is made to 
present their "acts ol protest", 
street violence, and concomitant 
slogans as If they stemmed from 
their own personal initiative.

With a view to the security 
of the ‘third world’ 



The Sovlel Union has pro- 
posed fhat the leading bodies ol 
the two major mil Mary and poli- 
tical groupings— NATO end the 
Warsaw Treaty — should under- 
take not to spread their spheres 
of operation to Asia, Africa 
end Latin America. 

This was declared by the So- 
viet leader, Leonid Brezhnev, 
during his talks In Moscow with 
the Indian Prime Minister, Indira 
Oandhi. This proposal follows up 
and complemonls a series ol 
other suggested measures de- 
signed to effoid maximum pro- 
lee Hon to lha newly Independ- 
ent countries from the world- 
wide confrontation that Is engul- 
fing our planet. 

These m assures Include the 
following] Ihe declaration ol 
some regions of the world as 
nuclear free or zones of lasting 

E eace and stability, such regions 
elng located first end foremost 
In the "third world"; and the 
declaration that Ihe Indian 
Ocean be turned Into such a 
zone, beginning with the reduc- 
tion ol military activities by 
NATO and Warsaw Treaiy coun- 
tries In the region. Also In- 
cluded In the above Is Ihe pro- 
posal, pul forward by the So- 
vlel Unfan. that activities by the 
navies In. the World Ocean bo 
restricted, and that conffdence- 
bulfdlng measures be extended 
Id the busiest sea routes. These, 
as Is known, mostly He along tho 
coasts of Asia, Africa and la|fn 
Amorlce. • 


The security ol lha “third 
world” countries would be Im- 
proved and the current military 
pressure to which they are sub- 
fact relieved, were specific 
measures to be adopted on cer- 
tain Issues such as have been In- 
cluded, at the Initiative of the 
Sovlel Union and of some other 
peace-loving nations, on the 
agenda of the current session et 
Ihe UN General Assembly. These 
proposed measures include, for 
Instance, the suggestion that 
nuclear weapons are not da- 
ployed on territories of steles 
which at present have none, end 
that e guarantee be given that 
nuclear weapons will not be 
used against non-nudoar stales. 

Let us recall that a! last year's 
UN General Assembly this So- 
vlel proposal was supported by 
an overwhelming mo | or It y of UN 
members, and thal II was op- 
posed by the leading NATO 
power— lha United Stales. One 
should also bear In mind Ihe 
doctrine officially proclaimed by 
Washington thal a ''limited nu- 
clear War" Is admissible against 
"third world*' countries-. a doc- 
trine which lha Americans' are 
now trying to Impose on the 
other NATO countries. 

Particular attention r houtd also 
be given to Ihe 'Soviet proposal, 
now before the UN Oenoral As- 
sembly, that a world treaty re- 
nouncing Ihe use of force In In- 
fernatfonol relations be con- 
clud'd. In the JO yea^i that have 


passed since World War II, 
there have been an estimated 
150 military conflicts In Ihe 
world. These have claimed the 
lives of 25 million people, the 
laHar Invariably being citizens 
of countries which have either 
gained their Independence bid 
recently, or are still struggling 
for (hair liberation from the 
colonial yoke. And behind al- 
most every outbreak of violence 
we find either Ihe former ''moth- 
er countries" or other NATO 
states. 

Of prime Importance for the 
Implementation of the above 
Soviet proposal would be ihe 
observance of the main prin- 
ciples and Ideals of the non- 
aligned movement which now 
Incorporates nearly one hund- 
red slates ol Asia, Africa, and 
Lalln America. Such principles 
include, for Instance, the abstin- 
ence ol Ihe non-aligned coun- 
tries from any military activities 
engaged in by the two opposed 
military and political alliances, 
and the dismantling ol foreign 
military bases on their soil. 

Today, there are hundreds of 
spots In the "third world" a! 
which up-to-date carriers of 
conventional and nuclear weap- 
ons are permanently deployed 
by the NATO countries. Also 
stockpiled In these countries Is a 
deadly array of other weapons 
of tho some type. 

The Soviet Union has already 
undertaken unilateral obllga- 


cablneta ot some Western go- 
vernments specially appointed 
groups of experts are taking de- 
cisions on whal damage could 
be done to Poland, and on bow 
best to yank this country from 
the socialist community of na- 
tions and to how do most harm 
to the community Itself. 

Those who provoked distur- 
bances ln the city streets in late 
August and early September had 
unambiguous alms — to try and 
convince the Poles and other 
nations that political life In Po- 
land Is still unstable, and tbe 
life ol the rountry lies In the 
hands ol tha underground coun- 
ter-revolutionaries. This is not a 
matter ol common insanity, but 
of cold-blooded calculation, stres- 
ses the commentary. 


tlons In many ol the above 
mentioned and In other aspects 
of international politics which, 
taken as a whole, amount basi- 
cally to the Idea that ihe 
"Ihlrd world" be left outside 
Ihe scope ol actions taken by 
the military and political alli- 
ances. 

The Sovlel Union's voluntary 
self-restrictions have been sup- 
ported by the other socialist 
countries— members of the War- 
saw Treaty. They are reedy, as 
they have repeatedly stated, to 
take other measures and con- 
clude equal and fair agreements 
In the name of a healthier atmo- 
sphere In Hie world. 

Nothing of the sort can be 
said about the other side— ihe 
NATO bloc. Quite different In- 
itiatives and plans have been 
forthcoming from ihe United 
States and Its elllus. These In- 
clude aHempls to extend the 
original geographical borders 
of NATO activities by moving 
Into North end West Africa, the 
Middle East, the Persian Gulf, 
the Caribbean and the South 
Atlantic. There are also plans 
to create what may be 
termed as branches of NATO In 
these areas In which such per- 
manent violators of International 
peace as Israel, South Africa and 
tha dictatorial regimes Ip Cen- 
tral America, would play a lead- 
ing role. 

Leonid Brezhnev's proposal 
has met approval through- 
out Ihe world. As to the reac- 
tion among the Aslan, African 
and Latin American countries, 
ihelr opinion is practically un- 
animous — the Soviet Initiative 
that NATO and the Warsaw 
Treaty refrain from spreading 
their activities to Asia, Africa 
and Latin America corresponds 
to the vital . Interests of the peo- 
ples Iq these regions end, were 
II to be Implemented, it would 
contribute In pe small way to 
tha ; slackening of . tension 
throughout the world. , •

IVhal, for Instance, dues the light and 
captivating lyrlcallty of "I Walk Around Mos- 
cow" have In common with the grotesque publi- 
cists style of "33", of the severe simplicity of 
“The Road to the Moorings", with the ornate 
style of "Don* | Grieve”? And yet there are cer- 
tain linking features aboul these works. All Da- 
nellya's movies demonstrate a gcntlo, wise end 
kindly outlook on Ihe world, an unfailing love 
for bLI manifestations In life, for all people end 
In particular, for bis heroes. His last movie, 
“Tears flowed'', can be said (o be a declaration 
of love for life and to people In general. Tire 
hero of the dim, kindness personified (the role 
Is ployed by Yevgeny Leonov] lurns one fine day 
into an evil, suspicious, and revengeful character 
—he had happened to catch sight ol fragments 
or a crooked mirror, broken by a vicious magi- 
cian. Anri from tills moment on, the fallings of 
the people surrounding him, and all the dark 
sides or life take on exaggerated significance In 
his eyes. The hero tries In vain to struggle with 
real— or with what he lakes to be real— evil but 
ho only attains the truth when, despairing of 
changing the world, he begins to shed biller 
tears. As his tears roll down his cheeks they 
bring out and wash away the Iragmenls of evil 
which had become embedded In his eyes and 
soul. And thus he regains hfs good-natured out- 
look on (he world. And this Is the only way In 
which to approach my hero, says Danellya. 

Although today one caunol Imagine the Soviet 
efuoma without Danollya, his enlry Into the film 
world came but as Ihe result ol a chain of coin- 
cidences. Coming from an artistic Georgian fami- 
ly (among his relatives aro such famous actors 
and directors as Mary and Veilko Aiidzhaparldze, 
Mikhail sad Sofiko Cblaureli, and Georgl and 
Eldar Shengelaya), Danellya b first reaction was 
to try (o dispense with the tamlly tradition and 
become an architect. And from find choice of 
profession Danellya was lo bring lo (ha cinema 
his great talent for design. 

Danellya takes great pains with, and becomes 
utterly involved In, each film he shoots— bis con- 
scientiousness has become legendary. And this 
may well be why In twenty years of work In 
the cinema, he has made only len films. But this 
js not something lo grieve over lor, as Is well 
known, harmony is hardly a fll subject for alge- 
braical calculations.
